Archives Gets 
Report on 
JFK Slaying

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - The 


mass of evidence that led the 
Warren Commission to decide 
Lee Harvey Oswald killed Pres» 
ident John F. Kennedy lies un- 
der tight security at the Nation- 
al Archives. 


Included in the hundreds of 


exhibits are the Italian-made 6,5 
millimeter Mannlicher-Carcano 
rifle that the commission said 
was the death weapon, the suit 
Kennedy wore when he was shot 
and 65 photographs and X-rays 
taken 
in connection with the 


Kennedy autopsy. 


The controversial photographs 


never were viewed by the com- 
mission 
but two pathologists 


who performed the autopsy said 
the 
pictures merely back up 


their testimony before the com- 
mission. 


Much of the evidence is des- 


tined to lie unseen behind locked 
doors in one of the few maxi- 
mum security chambers in the 
archives' 196 concrete and steel 
stack areas. 


The 
autopsy 
photographs 


could remain unviewed by any- 
one except officials government 
investigating agencies for many 
years under the agreement be- 
tween the government and the 
Kennedy family which provided 
for acquisition of the pictures. 


Most of the assassination evi- 


dence has been at the archives 
for about two years, since the 
Warren 
Commission 
finished 


with it. Technically, however, it 
belonged to the Justice Depart- 
ment until Tuesday. 


Although officials would not 


disclose the precise location of 
the Kennedy material, they in- 
dicated 
it is well protected. 


Unauthorized entry to any of 
these rooms — or even to the 
less secure stacks — is automa- 
tically known to the archives' 
guard force. 


The 
National Archives, the 


respository of all official docu- 
ments of U.S. history, is best 
known for its perpetual display 
of the original Declaration of 
Independence, Constitution and 
Bill of Rights.

There 
was no way for South to know 
that he held a useless queen 
of diamonds and when he bid 
four spades he really expect- 
ed to have a sure thing.

far from a cinch. There were 
two heart losers and two 
probable club losers. 


East took his ace of hearts 


and returned the ten. West 
won with the jack and shifted 
to the

South drew trumps, ruffed 
out his last heart and noted 
that West produced the king.

binations were most unlikely 
because East had opened the 
bidding and needed botli the 
king and queen of clubs for 
his opening bid.

Vietnamese 
Impressed 
by Doctors

(AP) 
— Few Americans have 


impressed Viet Nam's people 
more than the "bac si". 


That is roughly the equiva- 


lent for the doctor who carries a 
weapon the Viet Cong does not 
possess — medicine that cures, 
and serums that prevent dis- 
ease. 


Medical aid teams working 


under the U.S. Agency for Inter- 
national Development program 
travel to remote hamlets often 
in areas where no other foreign 
civilian can go safely. 


Not one member of a U.S. 


AID medical team has been lost 
to Communist action. Once in a 
while, they undergo stray fire, 
but the Viet Cong seem to know 
better than to deny the villagers 
what the "bac si" brings. 


The medical teams are distin- 


guished by their red berets. Vil- 
lagers in areas where they have 
worked know them from a dis- 
tance, often tip them off in ad- 
vance if an area is dangerous. 


Medical teams work in all 


four corps areas of South Viet 
Nam. 
They are responsible for 


getting down into the village in 
support of the Health Ministry's 
civic action program. The effort 
is called MEDCAP for Medical 
Civilian Civic Action Program. 


As with every other effort in 


South Viet Nam, it sometimes 
encounters political difficulties. 


There is a reliable report, for 


example, that the minister of 
health has threatened to resign 
unless he gets better support for 
the program from the military 
government. 


Medical team members say 


they 
think 
the 
minister 
of 


health, Dr. Tran Van Luy, is a 
capable and dedicated adminis- 
trator. 


An ambitious health plan has 


been outlined in the pacification 
program for Viet Nam, but as 
with almost everything else, 
what is on paper seldom jibes 
with what goes on. 


In 10 years, 13,000 health sta- 


tions have been stocked with 
American medicine. Hundreds 
of 
thousands 
of 
Vietnamese 


have been inoculated against a 
variety of diseases. Medical 
teams from 16 nations treat pa- 
tients by the thousands. Medical 
schools are being built. 


The over-all program is under 


the 
command of Maj. Gen. 


J a m e s 
Humphrey, 
who 


achieved fame here by con- 
ducting a successful operation 
to extract a live grenade from 
the back of a Vietnamese. He is 
on loan to the U.S. AID pro- 
gram.

They have been refitted as

health center for the children of 
Italians working in Switzerland. 


Father Michelangelo, a bushy-

thought up the idea and had the 
faith to see it accomplished.

"I heard about the six old 


coaches which were about to be 
scrapped at Castelfranco Vene- 
to, hundreds of miles away, so I 
asked the Transport Ministry If 
we could have them." 


The 
Transport 
Ministry 


turned the old coaches over to 
Father Michelangelo for a rent 
of six lire — one cent — a year. 
But the ministry said the friar 
would have to make his own 
arrangements for getting them 


up into the mountains. 


"Indeed," Father Michelange* 


lo said, "that was the most difil?T- 
cult part, It cost us $1,200. Even ' 
so, it looked like an impossible 
venture 
to drag 
the heavy; 


coaches over the mountains and:. 
through narrow passes." 


But Father Michelangelo be* 


lieved that faith could move 
mountains. And he says it didt 
Donors gave the money to cover 
the cost.

were, were intangibles. But the 
risk was always real. 


No 
doubt 
Johnson created 


fresh goodwill for this country 
in the places he visited, if only 
because he used that much time 
and effort out of his busy life to 
go there. 


But, so far as can be seen, 


there was no need at all for 
creating more goodwill, when 
the risks involved are remem- 
bered, although Johnson himself 
is 


can say for sure whether the 
trips were necessary. 


He did 
mention Wednesday 


night that "solid unity" was 
achieved at his Manila confer- 
ence with the leaders of six oth- 
er nations. If so, that's probably 
all that was achieved there. 


The peace proposals which 


the conference made to North 
Viet Nam were ridiculed by the 


Communists. There is nothing to 
show the conference brought 
peace one step nearer. 


The memory of Kennedy's 


assassination does not seem to 
have made Johnson any more 
cautious about exposing himself 
to danger, either in this country 
or abroad. He has taken a lot of 
chances both places. 


If he had been shot or killed 


on this trip there would have 


been hand-wringing and soul- 
searching and suggestions that 
all future presidents must be 
more careful. 


All these factors add to the 


hazards for a president on the 
loose. It seems reasonable to 
believe Johnson owes it to him- 
self and the country to avoid 
any unnecessary risks of assas- 
sination. 


By the same reasoning John- 


son owes it to himself and the 
country not to be a party to his 
own self-destruction. 


Johnson, 58 now, lias had his 


own physical experience as a 
warning to be careful about his 
health. He had a heart attack 11 
years ago. He has had kidney 
stones for years. He had a gall- 
bladder operation last year. 


He's 
overweight. 
And on 


much of this trip he was report- 
ed to be suffering from a cold 
and sore throat. It was a back- 
breaking, grinding trip. Care- 
lessness about his health can 
have the same effect as an as- 
sassin's bullet.

(frigation. And citizens nowknow 
enough to keep empty tin cans

I also recall one amusing in- 


cident. One summer El Dorado, 
with all its precautions against

flats in Loutre Bottoms several 
miles south of the city. Mos- 
quitoes have a normal range of 
less than a mile, 
but on that 


Articular summer high winds 
from the south greatly increased 
their range.

tant Loutre Bottoms also. 


You have the same condition 


in Florida with the salt-water 
mosquito, whose bite is free of 
malaria but exceedingly palntul.

now and then high winds from 
the Everglades send unpleasant 
delegations 
into the 
cities— 


Maimi, 
in one direction, or

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Cold Blast 
Blamed for 
32 Deaths

A crippling snowstorm, which 


left a heavy blanket of white 
across broad areas in the east" 
ern half of the nation, appeared 
tapering 
off 
today but cold 


weather persisted, even in the 
Deep South. 


The first widespread major 


snowstorm of the season- left as 
much as 15 inches of snow in 
parts of Kentucky and the snow 
fell southward as far as Birm- 
ingham, Ala. 


Storm-related deaths, includ- 


ing five In a heavy rainstorm in 
New England, totaled at least 32 
in six states. Most of the fatali- 
ties were in traffic accidents on 
snow-covered and icy highways 
but some deaths were caused by 
heart attacks while shoveling 
snow. 


Snow squalls and high winds 


continued early today in the up- 
per and eastern Great Lakes 
region. Heaviest snow was con- 
fined to a narrow belt along the 
southeastern 
shores of 
Lake 


Erie. In New York State up to 
seven inches of snow fell north 
of Buffalo. 


High winds, with three inches 


of wet snow and thunder and 
lightning, hit areas in western 
New York-State Thursday night. 
Power breakdowns were wide- 
spread. 


Gale force winds, from 35 to 


45 mph., continued to sweep 
across the Great Lakes region. 
More snow fell in Michigan, but 
tapered off to mostly flurries 
during the early morning. 


The two-day storm brought 


snow amounts of four to eight 
inches and drifts to three to four 
feet 
or 
higher, in Kentucky, 


Michigan, Ohio, Tennessee and 
nearby states. Lesser amounts 
fell in other parts of the Mid- 
west. 


The storm appeared heading 


Into southeastern 
Canada but 


snow squalls were 
indicated 


during the day in the northern 
third of the nation from the 
Rockies 
to 
New 
England. 


Severe cold and high winds cur- 
tailed clearing snowbound roads 
in western Ohio. Many schools 
remained closed. 


Biting cold stung southeastern 


areas. Temperatures dropped to 
the 20s In interior sections of 
Alabama and Mississippi and to 
the 30s southward as far as cen- 
tral 
Florida. 
The mercury 


dipped to 24 at Atlanta early 
today, a record low for Nov. 4. 


Heavy rainstorms

England. Five inches of rain

They Fog by Night 
to Prevent the Bite, 
From Mosquitoes 


One 
good thing about cold 


weather is the disappearance of 
pesky and dangerous mosquitoes 
and this has been a busy year, 
according to Jewel F. (Junior) 
May Jr., supt. of the city Health 
Department. 


Mr. May said the season just 


ended was the most costly in 
years. 
The city has a fogger 


and a dust sprayer which are in 
operation five nights a week dur- 
ng wet season when mosquitoes 
breed. 


The opera (ion starts in 
the 


Spring when mosquitoes 
first 


appear. 
Actually it starts be- 


fore with the spraying of low, 
water-holding areas in the city 
where they breed. Some 1,200 
gallons of larvaeide was spread 
this year. 
Some 4,200 gallons 


of spray was spread by the fogg- 
ing machine. 


Mr. May indicated that the De- 


partment kept spraying 
many 


times when it didn't actually need 
to due to the outbreak of en- 
cephalitis (carried by mosquit- 
oes) in several cities last sum- 
mer. 
"We just didn't take any 


chance and kept right on spray- 
ing," he said. 


The fogging crew starts out a- 


bout dark and works five hours 
a night and it takes five nights 
to cover the city. 
The 
next 


week its the same thing over and 
over. 


The machine travels five miles 


per hour and perhaps as much 
as 30 miles a night. 
Thus in 


the week it covers 150 miles, 
or roughly around 3,450 miles a 
year. 


The City of Hope has had a 


mosquito 
control program for 


years and it is possibly one of 
the best, if not the best 
in 


Arkansas, according to the Ark- 
ansas State Health Department.

mentioned a figure of 75 as the 
possible Republican gains in the 
House. 


The way the President saw it, 


the party out of power has 
gained an average of 40 to 50 
seats in elections since 1890. 


But he combatted any idea 


that such gains would mean any
